New York, Feb. 5.— The state laid 
its ease against Harry K. Thaw to 
day — a plain emotlokal story of the 
shooting of Stanford White — leaving 

malice and the motive to be Inferred 
from the act and tiie defense replied 
with a plea of hereditary Insanily. It 
was asserted that Thaw in Maying 
White believed he was acting as an 
agent of provldflBce tSut the real ui 
fancied wrongs eommltted against 
him hy the arehltaot' and Ihe forme i 
friend of kia wife, had boiled and 
bubbled In his brnin until at last 
then . ,imc uii liniMi'.se to kl!!. When 
tne deed was done Thaw made no 
move to escape Its consequences.but 
holding the fatal revolver aloft he 
atood as if mataly proclaiming to the 
world: "The deed la doac; It wat 
right; It was pot wrong." 

• '''haw'.'i counsel outlined hi" 
I I !■ " 'he jury after ilie prosecu- 
tion had occupied less than two 
hours in relalinK, through eye-wit- 
nesses, the narrative of the tragedy. 
' "You will hear the story of thh 
man's Insanity," Attoraay Oleason 
for the defense promised the Jury 
"from his mother, his Wife, his rela- 
tives snd his ph.vslclans- You will 
Judge him by his fti Is. hy hereditar.v 
and the stress which entered Into 
his madness, and when you tome to 
Judge him you will say to yourself 
that hig act may be one of iBsanlty, 
but It waa not crime." 

Tnat Thaw's wife was to he one 
of his most important witnesses na- 
long been known: that his mothr 
Mrs. William Thaw, was lo take tli' 
stand only haca— known po-sitivci^ 
whan the court annonnced the rule 
aaelndiag from the court room all 
witnesses save the experts. Tflaw*! 
mother, wife and May M^Kensie left 
the court room upon hearing the or- 
der. 

Thaw seemed dejected. During the 
opening address by Oleason In which 
he entered the defense of insanity . 
Thaw sat with laskad che^ whicn 
at times were burled la his hands, 
and with eyes cas,- down mii 'i ta- 
b'.e. He seldom looked .i i a 

fle'^ting glance now and tnen at the 
man who was mnkinr; the Initial 
plea tor his 'ife and freedom. Never 
once did his eyes go to the jury box 
Wife to Tell of Belatloaa. 
Thaw's counsel told the atory of 
the prisoner's love for the girl 'oe 
was to make his wife and 'hat Ahen 
he asked hor to marry him she re- 
fused. "The reason for this refusal 
vou will hear from her tips," an- 
nounced Olaason, "suSea It to say 
that the reason had to do with an In- 
cident in her life with reterenoa to 
Stanford White." 

Tans laying the ground for a plea 
of insanity, the defendant's lawyer 
declared that a brain disease had 
laid hold of Thaw throe or four 
years ago. Oleason said, "we will not 
base our plea upon a single act It will 
be shown there wa-; iii~.anlty on both 
sides of tne ilcfeniianfs family." 

It was as.serted that Thaw labored 
iinUcr a delusion thai his life was 
always in danger when he was in 
New York city and believed that 
threats had been made to kilt him. 
This accounted for the fact that 
since January. 1904, he had carried 
u pistol. He had placed in his over- 
coat pocket tne nlpht he went to 
Madison Square Itoi f i;.mi'. i, fhiie 
he turned suddenly and aaw what he 
I bought waa a damoa gtovlng at 
him. 

Impalae That of hmme Man. 

Ttie iliipillsu came. He felt tuat to 
kill White would be an ait of provi- 
dence, and so believing, he set de- 
liberately about his task. It was the 
work of an Insane man, Oleason de- 
clared, the result of tka delusions of 
disordered brain,
